Another Patient Tor Prof. Koch. 

BEKUN, Dec. 4. — The body physicians of 
tho Grand Duke of Mecklenburg havo been 
sent hither for the purpose of holding a con- 
sultation with l'rof Koch as to tho advisa- 
bility of treating tho duke with the rem- 
edy. Until the latter knew that the injec- 
tion of tho lymph had caused the death of a 
few patients, he was very anxious to try tho 
remedy) but he now desires to have a guar- 
antee from the discoverer of tho fluid of his 
Siifely from fatal results. This Prof. Koch 
naturally refused to give, hut ml vised the 
Grand Duke's physician to attend the post 
mortem of former patients, mid seo 
for himself the changes caused 
by the working of the lymph, 
and then, if after this practical 
observation of its effects the physicians 
were willing to risk tho experiment of 
inoculation, Professor Koch has promised to 
furnish the lymph required. The general 
opinion is that the Grand Duke is too fur 
gone to stand the cfi'eeta of the lymph. Ha 
is now at Cannes and is a hopeless victim 
of consumption. The patients at the 
Charity hospital ore greatly annoyed by 
the constant going and coming of doctors, 
who call to see them by day and night in 
order to observe the effects of the injection 
of the lymph. Most of tho cases arc re- 
examined twenty times a day, iirs.l the con- 
dition of tho patients is thereby greatly 
aggravated, and there is increased feverish- 
ness. 

Two New Discoveries. 

LONDON, Dee. ,'1. — Sir Joseph Lister, in a 
speech at King's college on his return from 
Berlin, announced that within a month the 
world will bo startled by two new dis- 
coveries. He Said Koch's consumption cure 
hinted nt and involved the cure 
and prevention of two most terrible con- 
tagious diseases.

on General Principles. 

London, Dec. 4. — The Glasgow municipal 
council has been having a lively debate over 
the proposal to confer the freedom of the 
city upon Lord Salisbury. There was strong 
opposition, but the motion was finally car- 
ried. Many of those who voted in the a'- 
tirmutive declared that they did not do so 
on personal grounds, but solely because they 
did not think it proper to refuse audi a 
mark of respect to tho head of the govern- 
ment ou general principles. 

Aid lor llic Distressed Irish. 

London, Dec. 4.— In the House of Com- 
mons, this evening, Secretary Balfour moved i 
a vote of £5,000 to provide seed potatoes for 
the distressed Irish cultivators. The money 
he explained was not to he distributed as a 
gift, but as a loan, and any one paying 
ready cash for the seed potatoes provided by 
the government would receive a discount of 
20 percent. This was a small part only of 
tho measures which the government con- 
templated for the purpose of meeting the 
impending distress. It was now clear that 
as the winter progressed, there would he 
great pressure upon tho poor. The poor 
law authorities would he unable to cope 
with the t rouble alone. The government 
proposes to assist them by employing labor 
on the construction of railways in tho coun- 
ties of Cork, Kerry, Galway, Mayo, Done 
gal and Clare, The son tractors would em- 
ploy people in the vicinity of their homes 
as a rule, and where they lodged them at 
work would send weekly remittances to the 
families tu localities where suffering ex- 
isted. 

Othor movements for tho relief of the 
Irish sufferers by means of public works 
would ho tuken. Col. Nolan expressed ap- 



proval of Balfour's proposals. Morley com- 
mented upon the spirit of Mr, Balfour's 
statement, but was of opinion the method 
in which the undertakings were to be carried 
out would distress the country tinuticially. 
The vote was approved, 

THE ENVOYS uTsHEAKTJBSlfiD. 

They Abandon Their Tour on Hearing tho 
News Prom Ireland. 

Chicago, Dec. The American tour of 
the Irish Parliamentary delegation lias been 
abandoned. Dispatches ate being Bent out 
to night cancelling their engagements at In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis, Kansas City utid other 
points, where meetings had been arranged. 

Dillon, O'Brien, Harrington and O'Con- 
nor will leave to-morrow for New Vork, und 
according to the present programme the 
two former will sail Saturday for Parts. und 
Harrington and O'Connor, together will 
(Jill and Sullivan, should the latter reach 
New York in time, for Liverpool. This is 
the situation as il stands to-night. 

The day has been fruitful of surprises to 
O'Brien, and for once the dash und brillian- 
cy of the bold, intrepid warrior in the cause 
of his country seems to have deserted hint. 
To-night he talks like a man dazfd, while 
John Dillon, his colleague, is trumping up 
and down the lake front, endeavoring to re- 
call his scattered i-enies. 

The first blow came this morning in u 
cable dispatch with the information that 
the city council of Dublin had indorsed Par- 
nell and his course by an overwhelming 
majority. 

Before the envoys had time to realise the 
full import of this decision, another inessagu 
was brought in. 

This was to the effect that the central 
council of the National league in Ireland 
had unanimously decided to stand by the 
leader and repudiated the Chicago mani- 
festo. This was a veritable bombshell in 
the camp. 

While the three men were still debating 
the effect upon their mission of the news 
from Dublin, another cablegram was handed 
to O'Brien. He tore open the envelope 
with nervous haste, glanced at the contents, 
threw tho message upon the table, and, 
with the remark, "I have no doubt now as 
to how Ireland feels," buried his face in hia 
hands. 

This is what he had read: " Cork's young 
Ireland society, to a man, stands by Parnell 
to the death. Cork stands by him. Ire- 
land, by whom he stood when her friends 
were fewest, stands by him when his com- 1 
rades leave him." What was the signifi- 
cance of this communication? Simply that 
it came from tho very organization of which 
O'Brien himself is president, an organiza- 
tion composed of 500 of the brightest and 
most patriotic young men in Purnell's con- 
stituency. It was the death blow of Par- 
nell opposition, and in less time than it 
took afterward to tell the story the decision 
to abandon the American tour was reached. 

The envoys would now give the best years 
of their lives to be able to recall their mani- 
festo of Sunday night. As Dillon said this 
evening: " Tho Irish people having declared 
that Parnell shall remain the chief, be must 
not bo interfered with by any one." 

He added that he would deprecate any 
action on the part of tho members of the 
Irish party who now opposed Parnell which 
might have tho effect of throwing Ireland 
into still more internal warfare. "In short, 
my movements will be altogether guided by 
a gentleman named Andrews," remarked 
William O'Brien to-night. Andrew is the 
governor of Clonmel jail. Dillon smiled 
grimly but said nothing. O'Brien, how- 
ever, is likely to be guided by tho wishes of 
bis wife, and it is said that this lady is 
strenuously opposed to his returning and 
surrendering himself to servo the sentence 
recently imposed upon him with Dillon. 
Probabilities are thut for a while, at least, 
the two parliamentarians will Incite in 
Paris where they can be easily reached and 
conferred with by their colleagues. 

Private cable dispatches to the delegates 
to night conveyed the intimation that hun- 
dreds of Catholic priests in Ireland have 
ranged themselves on the side of Parnell. 
This neutralizes the influence which it bad 
been hoped arjh bishops would exercise in 
behalf of opposition. 

THE OHimCII TO UK CALLED IN. 
CniCAUO, Dec. 3. — It is reported about 
tho Grand Pacific hotel this evening that 
the Irish nationalists, headed by Dillon and 
O'Brien, are forming a plan to assure the 
overthrow of Parnell. A secret manifesto 
has been prepared und will be issued by the 
anti-Pirnellites, calling the church to their 
aid. The manifesto will say that "Parnell is 
shewing greater strength than supposed 
was his, and unless help is given, will 
eventually conquer and ruin the nationalist

DUBLIN, Dec. t.— At u meeting of the 
Catholic hierarchy, at the residence of 
Archbishop Walsh, to-day, it was resolved 
to issue a manifesto declaring thut the 
archbishops and bishops of Ireland consider 
Parnell unfit to remain leader of the Irish 
party. The objections to Parnell are based 
mainly or moral grounds, but also, in the 
opinion of the hierarchy, would inevitably 
cause dissensions in the party. 

The board of poor law guardians has passed 
a vote of confidence in Parnell. The poor 
law guardians of Stokestown, Carriek and 
Boyle have withdrawn confidence in Par- 
ii" 11 . The to'.vn council of Maryborough has 
adopt d a re o ution supporting Parnell, 
Tna upiaiou ol" uiu Nationalists in County 
Tyrone in favor of Parnell is growing 
stronger. William Reynolds, who repre- 
sents the Eastern division of that county, 
and Matthew Kenny, who represents the 
middle division, have been summoned by 
constituents to resign if they do not support 
Parnell. 

CoKK, Dec. 4. — A committee of tho Cork 
Veiling Ireland Society, of which William 
O'Brien is president, to-day, adopted a 
resolution supporting Parnell. This action 
is contrary to the course advised by 
O'Brien, who is one of the delegates of the 
NuttoiialUt party in the United States, and 
who signed the cable dispatch advising the 
retirement of Parnell. The National mem- 
bers of the municipal council of Cork, to- 
day, adopted, 21 to 9, a resolution evpress- 
iri£ confidence in Puruell, and urging him 
n it to recognize any adverse action by bis 
opponents. The resolution was passed after 
a very hot and noisy debate. 

The Catholic Bishop of Elphin, County 
Roscommon, calls upon Parnell to resign. 
THE CLANCY COMPROMISE. 
London, Dec. 4.— The report thut the 
Clancy proposal had been rejected by the 
Nationalist meeting to day proves to be 
erroneous. No division has taken place on 
tbo amendment, and a committee was 
appointed according to its provisions.

SnnSCBJPTIONM WITH PRAWN. 

CllIOAOO, Dec. 4. — Tne evening papers 
say, the report that p large number of sub- 
scriptions given by residents of Chicago to 
tho Irish cause last Saturday evening had 
been withdrawn, owing to tho light on Par- 
nell by the tivo envoys, is scarcely disproved 
by the statement that the fund being raised 
is purely an eviction fund and is in no wise 
connected with political or factional matters.

Witliont Any Reason being Assigned 
- Uno 'J uousand Men Thrown 
Out of Employment. 

Helena, Dec. 4.— The sudden and unex- 
plained shut down of the Chambers syndi- 
cate mines at Butte, the Anaconda com- 
pany's principal producers, is the most 
startling recent event in connection with the 
mining industry in this State. The group 
comprises the Mountain Cousolidated.Grecn 
Mountain, High Ore and Wake-up-Jim 
mines, which havo supplied the company's 
great works with ore since last year's fire in 
tho Anaconda and St. Lawrence, und which 
have given employment to about 1,000 men. 

Tho latter mines have but recently been 
put in producing shape, aud even yet their 
combined output is limited to 500 tons per 
day, while the output of the former group 
approximates 2,000 tons. Aj the capacity 
oi' the Anaconda works is 2,500 tons per 
day.it is obvious that the supply of ore 
must come from some other source or they, 
too, must suspend. 

The company's action has created con- 
siderable consternation at Butte, and any 
number of rumors are afloat concerning its 
cause. The company iu this, as in every- 
thing else, makes no explanation as to tho 
cause nor gives any assurance as to the 
duration of the shut down. 

The Butte public is only certain that 1,000 
men have been thrown out of work and that 
business as well as the men themselves and 
their families must suffer, unless the sus- 
pension be of short duration. The company 
is now making important changes in its 
works at Anaconda and there arc numerous 
emergencies possible in the mines, which 
would recjiiirc a temporary suspension of 
operation. The plant is yet in its infancy 
and millions of dollars are being expended 
in t lie works for the reduction of ore from 
the Butte property and any intimation that 
the mine will be closed for an extended 
period is almost groundless folly. The 
most hopeful view of the matter is the con- 
templation of the great corporation's vast 
interests. It, least of all, can afford to 
allow its mines to lie idle.

TEMPERANCE IN VERMONT. 

To this Editor : — Your publishing mi 
article from tho Orogonian. as i» reply to 
my letter on "Temperance in Vermont," 
makes it i ecessnry for "ie to usk a little 
moro of your valuable space for this 
question. There are some statements in 
that editorial of tho Ort-jioniau's that I 
do not want to <!" unchallenged. If all 
know well tho Oregonian'a position on 
tho temperance question, it might do to 
let its statements go unquea ioned. If 
they knew it, as 1 have for years, as a hit- 
ter, unrelenting foe of prohibition, u,i- 
»blo to sp ak courteously of those who 
dilfor with it on this subject, rarely able 
to net through a single article without 
some coarse epithet, liko those used in 
the articlo quoted, where they are desig- 
nated as "course cranks and lunkheads," 
and that its editorial facts on tho ques- 
tion are oft mea manufactured, or dis- 
torted, bo as to be practical untruths, 
liko sonio of those to which 1 shall refer 
in this letter, if the readers of The 
Colonist thus knew the paper as it is on 
this question, they could judge of the 
Talue of its article on " Temperance in 
Vermont." But as it is known as one of 
tho leading dailies on the North Pacitie 
Coast, and supposed to be reliable in its 
information, 1 desire to call attention to 
«oine statements, which vigorous 
biugltsh might designate in a 
word of three letters. It ad- 
mits that the "Rutland Herald"— 
the leading daily in Vermont, "speaks 
only for tho liquor element, a minority 
in Rutland," and that is tho only place 
where it can lind any proof of ev?n a 
respectable minority, and this resolves 
itself in tho feitile brain of this writer 
into the " matter of fact that prohib torv 
law is a dead failure in all tho cities and 
larger towns of Vermont." One of the 
counties containing one of tho largest 
cities, the writer claims, has four-fifths 
of its representatives and one-third of its 
senators VOTING for local OPTION, there- 
fore, according to his logic, the whole 
50,000 people of tho county " wished to 
try high license " and in all tho rest of 
the State, where there were largo cities, 
" the prohibition law was a dead letter, '' 
though they voted overwhelmingly in its 
favor ; and the reason it was not a f ilure 
in the rural communities, if we may 
judge by this sapient writer, is because 
they are peopled by "coarse cranks and 
lunkheads." Another one 'if the manufac- 
tured facts of this article is— every drug 
store in the large towns sells liquor free- 
ly by the bottle to any man not known to 
be a drunkard— and " the drug stores all 
over Vermont are respectable rum shops," 
and "that all drug stores regular- 
ly sell liquor to their custom- 
ers in defiance of law," and " that every 
hotel in the large towns keeps a liquor 
bar." The only answer one can make to 
this statement is that it is not true. One 
hates to say that a writer would wilfully 
misrepresent facts, and yet it might be 
permitted to Bay that, if wo desired to do 
bo, wo could not improve on his state- 
ment. That there are instances of illegal 
salo, such as he describes, is probably 
true ; that it is universal, as he affirms, is 
falBo. The curious part of this argument 
from Orogonian facts is, that, while the 
" liquor dealers know they can laugh at a 
prohibitory state law," and so have no 
liconco fee to pay, they are the ones 
working for its repeal and the substitu- 
tion of high license. Thoy are so patriotic 
that they are not only paying and work- 
ing themselves, bub importing speakers and 
receiving funds to help carry a law 
that shall compel them to [jay a big 
license to transact a business which they 
now carry on openly and free. Whatever 
has been thought or said about tho busi- 
ness of selling liquor, no one has yet ac- 
cused tho dealers of neglect of tho money 
side of the question. It is tho only rea- 
non that keeps many a man in the busi- 
ness his conscience condemns. lie 
works and pays to have a prohibitory law 
repealed becauao it makes his business 
difficult, dangerous and disreputable. It 
drives it from tho open day to dark re- 
treats ; it makes it dilticult to recruit 
from tho young to fill tho ranks of those 
whom drink has killed ; it leaves the 
dealer liable any moment to tho penalty 
of tho law, which in tin hour will take 
the profits of a year ; it brands tho busi- 
neBS with disgrace and puts the outlaw's 
mark on till who engage in it. And that 
is why it is opposed.

SPOUTS AND PASTMISS.

Tho " Refereo " thus speaks of the 
tremendous break at billiards recently 
made by 'V. .). Peall, at the Royal 
Aquarium, London, England, in the 
match between him and C. Dawson ; 

" Although referable to entirely dill'or- 
&ab causes, the all-in match betweon 



these players which has been decided at 
■ho Royal Aquarium during the week has 
been provocative of even more excite- 
ment than the spot-barred game which 
produced such a brilliant finish mi the 
preceding Saturday. Then both players 
were equal participants in the honor and 
glory, which in the match now under 
notice have been entirely monopolized by 
Peall, When the two matches were 
arranged, tho supporters of Dawson were 
very confident that, no matter how 
their representative might fare in 
the first, he would bo sure to 
make a great fight in tho second. 
It is but a short time since, in a money 
match with a player named Riley, the 
young Huddersfiold professional exhibited 
quite exceptional form at the spot, anil 
scored among many other largo breaks 
one of over 1,800. Had there been a 
question of making tho present a money 
instead of an exhibition match there 
wou'd have been lit'le doubt that Dawson 
could have found plenty of backers when 
in receipt of a start of 8,000 in 15,000, 
which were the terms upon which he met 
Peall. But in his present opponent Daw- 
son was pitted against one who is both 
physically and mentally peculiarly 
qualified for playing the spot stroke, 
and who has by constant practice 
made and kept himself easily chief at the 
game. As was shown during tin; compil- 
ation of his gigantic break on Thursday, 
no amount of outside excitement has any 
effect on Poall's placidity, while his want 
of height is actually an advantage to him 
in playing the spot stroke, as he suffers 
less fatigue from bending over the table 
than would be the caso were he a man of 
more inches. The earlier portion of the 
game calls for littlo remark, as it is now 
matter of history that Peall, starting on 
Tuesday evening with an unfinished break 
of S5, retainecL-pt session of the table 
during tho wh .0 of Wednesday, 
and did not break down on Thursday 
afternoon until ho had obliterated 
his previous record of 12, 413 by putting 
together tho enormous total of 3,1304. 
During the wholo of Wednesday and 
Thursday Dawson had but four opportu- 
nities of scoring, and under the excep- 
tional circumstances it is not surprising 
that ho failed to materially utilize them. 
His opponent, although scoring freely, 
made, excepting one of 1,322, no more 
gigantic breaks, and when play ceased on 
Friday night Peall field a great advan- 
tage, tho respective totals being — Peall, 
12,501 ; Dawson (receives :S,00(J), 5,187. 
Notwithstanding the one-sided state of 
the game, tho saloon was well attended 
this (.Saturday) afternoon, when Peall 
continued his unfinished spot break 
of 302. lie ra'sed it to 437, 
and then, after Dawson and made 
10, 50 and 117, Peall, with an- 
other remarkable run of 1,081 unfinished, 
reached 13,751 bo his rival's 5,3(51. In 
the evening the scratch man went on 
with his break, and added 555 more be- 
fore failing at an easy hazard — the whole 
break amounting to 1,637, and being 
chiefly made up of runs of 184, 10, 194, 
and 172 spot strokes. In reply, Dawson, 
playing up with great pluck, compiled 
3.16, with 100 spots, hut this proved to bo 
his only innings, for Peall next tiinu ran 
out with 694 (228 spots), and won by no 
fewer than 0,320 points, amidst consid- 
erable cheering. The final scores were — 
Peall, 15,000; Dawson, 5,080.

Ttie Smuggling of Chinese from Victoria 
Still Continues— Work on the Break- 
water Progressing Satisfactorily.

Maine 'Willing to Make Concessions 
to England so as to Preserve 
the Seals.

Washington Cky, Dee. 3.— It is safe 
to say that no Beala will bo caught in 
Bearing Sea, next season. B th the Btnfce 
and treasury departments are working 
hard on a solution of tho seal proWom, 
and the immodiate object in view >s »< l1 
so much to seeuro an amicuble arrange- 
tneilt with England as to prevent '.he ex- 
tormiuation of soals. Reports lately re- 
ceived show that the slaughter is worse 
than had been supposed, ami that the 
wonder is how 21,000 skins were brought 
down last season. 

En-land's proposal to arbitrate would 
have been aeeepted readily or at least 
would not have been summarily rejected 
had it provided for a cessation of seal k»l- 
lin" but the measure proposed would 
have occupied three or four years, and in 
less timo than that tho seals would have 
ioinedtho buffalo. Inallhis diplomatic ne- 
gotiations with b,neland Secretary Blame 
lias been handicapped by reports, u.,w 
believed to have been bogus, sent to tho 
State department. When Bla no called a 
halt England simply put her finger in a 
Treasury department hole and drew out 
tho report made in 1888 and 1889, show- 
ing that soals weretwieo, and ill soino lo- 
calities ten limes, as plentiful as they 
wore nearly twenty years ago. England 
had ridiculed tho idea of extermination, 
■aid it was a sly Yankee trick, and re- 
ferred Blaine to his own government re- 
ports in confutation of his own state- 
ments. The English government took 
the best evidence it could find, and re- 
fused to believe Ike American representa- 
tions of empty rookeries and seal grave- 
yards. . . 

These reports of the vast increase ol 
souls come from George It. Tingle, for 
four years under Cleveland's administra- 
tion, and now manager of the N rih 
American Commercial Company. There 
is no doubt tha< these reports had great 
woi'ht ill renewing the lease on such llb- 
eraf terms as $(10,000, for which Wnidom 
was scored by the New York Sun, and all 
persons interested in the fisheries. 

On his return to Alaska, Tingle, who 
called him to -task, said he would take 
(50 000 skins and return by the middle oi 
July How mu -'> bo overestimated is 
not known. At t.. one Window sent 
for Professor Elliott, who had made two 
similar trips in 1872 and 1874, and dis- 
patched him on a surveying tour, under 
a special act of congress. \\ here ho had 
previously seen millions, ho found 
handful, and he hurried hack, after a 
careful survey, to acquaint tho govern- 
ment Of tho work of destruction going on 
for years unmolested. Elliott's report is 
held a profound secret, but will be mat.u 
public soon. 

Agent GolT is also hero to back him up 
in tho assertion that seal driving must 
•top completely for a reasonable length 
of time. 

Tho first intimation the government 
had that the seals were in danger was 
when Charles J. Goff, brother of General 
Nat Ciou", of Virginia, aud successor t 
Tingle, made his tirst report. It was on 
omT small sheet of paper, and merely 
stated tin. i a careful search and survey 
had failed to reveal the millions of seals ac- 
counted lor in Tingle's reports. In fact,, 
there were no seals. They had been 
-driven out. of the rookeries and killed, and 
would be extinct in a Bhort time. While 
at this point he had been told by the 
company's agent and others interested 
that there were plenty of seals, that they 
were temporarily on the Russian island, 
and that they would return to the fishing 
grounds later. Coif waited, but no seals 
came. He was timid in bunding in his 
report, for fear of being mistaken, but 
on his recommendation catch for last 
season was reduced to that figure. 

Lf open fishing is permitted next sea- 
son not more than (5,000 or 7,000 seals 
can bo found, no matter how diligent the 
fishers, and that ends the i iduatry for 
ever. Every means is now being used I 
by Blame to bring about arrangements 
with England to prevent lunching, and | 
tho suggestion is made that it send com- 
petent surveyors to Alaska to satisfy 
themselves of Elliot's and Goff's reports. 
At any rate Americans will not bo per- 
mitted to unade the seal fisheries, and if 
tho seals are to be exterminated the 
United Stales will let England do the 
shameful work.

ONTARIO'S CROP. 

It is found that the harvest of Ontario 
is not so bountiful as'it was at first re- 
ported to be. Spring wheat dues not 
turn out well in the threshing. Tho crop 
will he two million bushels short of the 
estimate. Oats, too, have been a disap- 
pointment. They aro at least four mil- 
lion bushels short of what was expected. 
Potatoes, also, have been a partial failure. 
The other crops have turned out well. 
The fall wheat has exceeded expectation, 
and roots, except potatoes, have been a 
fair yield. The fruit crop has been 
variable. The report indicates that a 
change in the system of farming is 
going on ill Ontario. The acreage 
under wheat is considerably less 
than it used to be, while the area under 
hay, coarse grams and roots is greater. 
More land is used for pasturage. This 
shows that stock-raising and dairy farm- 
ing are on the increase in that province. 



dinary expenditure have exceeded tho 
estimates by $528,503. Tho gross deficit 
was much greater. Tho receipts f r tho 
year were 83,588,920, and the expendi- 
ture was 85,312,907, loavim? a deficit of 
$1,723,987. Tho provincial debt is now 
in the neighborhood of twenty-live mil- 
lions snd !\Ir. Moroior proposes t,o borrow 
ten mi lions more. 

I t is said that the Quebec Government 
intends to apply to the Dominion for 
better terms, that is for relief to enable 
it to get out of jts financial difficulties. 
It is not very probable that Parliament 
will be in any humor to comply with 
Quebec's request. To give that province 
better terms means to nave a new finan- 
cial deal till round, for tho other provinces 
will not bo satisfied with their present 
subsidies, if that of Quebec is materially 
increased. The probability is that Mr. 
Mercior will bo obliged to get out of his 
difficulties as best he can unaided. 
Ontario it may bo readily believed is not 
willing to lend him a hand, and tho other 
provinces seem to be equally unwilling 
tu help the leader of the French Nation- 
alists. The prospect of their getting 
more money themselves, will hardly be 
sufficient to induce them to help Quebec 
to mako a raid on tho Federal Treasury. 
They may liUu a little log-rolling now 
and then on general principles, but, uiey 
sjo that the Quebec lot' is disproportion- 
ately heavy and that some of tin ir leading 
men might hurt themselves badly, if they

THE DRILL SHED, 

Wo aro pleased to see that tho City 
Council, after having had time for reflec- 
tion, look with favor on the requirement 
to contribute live thousand dollars to- 
wards the construction of a driii-shed. It 
was difficult to believe that its members 
would refuse to supplement the Dominion 
grant by that comparatively small amount. 
We have no doubt but that the building 
will not only bo a c nveuienco to tho vol- 
unteers but an ornament to the city- Wo 
quito agree with Alderman Wilson that 
the Dominion public buildings, tdio Cus- 
tom House and the Post Office, are too 
small and too shabby for a city of Victo- 
ria's size and importance, to say nothing 
of its rovenue-producing capabilities. A 
eity which contributes to the Federal 
Troasury nearly one million a year should 
have more and better Custom House and 
Post Office accommodation than is 
vouchsafed to tho capital of 
British Columbia. But its having 
a mean-looking Custom House and 
a shabby Post Office is no reason why 
it should not have a handsome and a 
spacious drill-shed and armory. In fact 
she failure of tho Dominion Government 
to give this city public buildings adequate 
to its commercial importance can be used 
as an argument to prevail upon it to be 
generous to Victoria in the matter of the 
drill shcd. Tho willingness expressed by 
the City Council to contribute the sum 
required removes tho only obstacle that 
'stands in the Wily of the drill-she i's being j 
erected at an early day. Tho couseut of 
■he ratepayers has, wo are satisfied, only , 
to bo asked to bo given. We trust there- j 
fore that tho City Council will lose no ] 
timo in giving effect to tho determination 
at which it has arrived. Lot ua have 
Alderman Goodacro'a by-law with as littlo 
dolay as possible. 



The Ontario fanners have f< 
does not pay to have all their eggs in oni; 
basket. It is estimated that the value of 
tho live stock of Ontario is now §104,- 
03(i,000; eight years ago it was valued 
at S30, 000,000. In 1882 there were in 
the province 669,000 milch cows ; in 18!)0 
they had increased to 777,000. The ex- 
ample act by Ontario will, no doubt, bo 
followed by the western provinces. 
Mixed fanning, where it is possible, will 
be found tho most profitable. 

US SO UNO POLICY. 

Silver still continues to go down. Tho 
men who expected to get rich by causing 
the United States Government to become 
a dealer in silver are terribly disappoint- 
ed. Some of them still think that mat- 
ters will take a turn by and by, and that 
silver will go up as far as they hoped a 
whilj a;'o. But the more thoughtful are 
beginning to suspect that there is an er- 
ror in the calculations which they made, 
and that trado has laws which oven Gov- 
ernments cannot nullify. They are, we 
should think, helped to sound conclu- 
sions by the theories of the Farmers' Al- 
liance. That organization would have 
tho Government deal in wheat and In- 
dian corn, not exactly as they had caused 
the Government to deal in silver, but 
less directly. They look upon tho doc- 
trines of tho Alliance as absurd and im- 
practicable. But aro those doctrines 
moro absurd or m >ro impracticable than 
tho theories of tho silver men / The truth 
is that both belong to tho same family, 
and aro in principle equally unsound. 
Government cannot control tho silver 
market, neither can it make good times 
for tho farmer. It was not made' to do 
that kind of work.

Tho resolution of tho Corporation not to 
take over any street less than sixty foot 
wido is a wise ono, and should nut bo 
overridden by Alderman Harrison's pro- 
posed by-law. Streets leas than sixty 
foot wido aro a nuisance in any town. 
They aro too narrow for traffic, and from 
a sanitary point of view they ought to bo I on th> 
unhesitatingly condemned. Streets, 
sides being roadways, aro the ventilators 
of tho city. When they aro narrow they 
do not permit the air to circulate. 
" Narrow, " when applied to streets, »nd 
" foul-smelling " always go together. 
Bod and health-destroying gases are not 
carried away by air currents in narrow 
streets. They remain suspended in tho 
still sir, and injure tho health of all who 
aro obliged to breathe tho noiaomo uiix- 
taro. Permitting any of tho streets to 
bo narrow, is sure, in tho end, to 
add to tho expenses both of tho 
corporation and the proporty holders. 
Tiioy aro certain, sooner or later, to bo 
condemned, or to bo the haunts of poverty 
and vice. Intelligent and respectable 
people will live no longer than they can 
help in a narrow street, and they, being 
always tho hotbeds of disease, are not tol- 
oratod by an enlightened corporation, or 
a population that understands its truo in- 
terests. They must, in time, be widened 
at great expense and much inC >nven- 
ienco to both tho owners of the property 
and tho corporation. The City Council 
of a young city liko this ought not to en- 
tail such nuisances as narrow streets on 
jiostority. Tho councillors will go the

More Machinery fur the Breakwater to be 
I'ureUused and Work Vigorously 
rrosecutid. 

Mr. J. R. Lutz, of the Port Crescent Im- 
provement company, arrived in town last 
night, on his way to San Francisco by the 
steamer Queen, to purchase additional 
machinery in order that the construction of 
the Port Crescent breakwater may bo 
pushed through with all possible expedition 
a -id without cessation during the winter. 
Those who were i ng iged on the work were he 
snid now ruthercrainped for room, so tbntthey 
were extremely limited as to the number of 
men they could employ advantageously. It 
was hoped, however, that by the spring 
there would be no difficulty in the. way of 
working 100 or even more men.

TAILORS ON STRIKE. 

; The Employees of Mr. George II. Juekson 

Take a Short Vacation. 
| Mr. Oeorge R. Jackson, who recently 
I succeeded to the extensive tailoring busi- 
I ness of Mr. J. C Leask, mot with a sur- 
prise on reaching bis business premises 
yesterday morning. The work-room which 
generally contains 16 or KS busy employees, 
was deserted, und the hum of the sewing ma- 
chines was conspicuous by it* absence. He 
did not have to wait long for un explana- 
tion, for the circumstances soon developed 
Mr. Juekson has always recognized the 
Union and employed Onion workmen. His 
Christmas tmde this year has kept nil his 
hands working overtime, and, in fact, left 
considerable work still uudone, Contrary 
to the rules of the Union, hu has given 
this extra work out, to be done 
away from the establishment. This 
reached the ears of the Union 
workmen yesterday morning, and they 
immediately left work to attend a 
meeting of their organization. At this 
meeting a deputation was appointed to 
wait upon Mr. Jackson and present tho 
grievance. This was done, and tbo em- 
ployer acknowledged the cause of complaint, 
but stated that lie considered it going a 
little too far when his workmen requested 
authority from liim to recall the work given 
out. This action he considered decidedly 
arbitrary. A report was made by the dep- 
utation, iiikI it win finally decided to allow 
the work now in hand to be completed. The 
Union promised to see that all the work 
coming in before Christmas would be pro- 
perly finished in the shop. This arrange- 
raont was very satisfactory to tho proprie- 
tor, and bo ut once accepted it, thu em 
ployea at once resuming work. 

A VISITOR TO NAJXAIMO 

Speiks About thn Coal Snpplv and tlio De- 
miiml for It. 

Mr. John White, formerly M. P, for 
East Hastings, Ont., who lias been on the 
Mainland lor several weeks in connection 
with certain lumber enterprises, returned to 
Victoria, yesterday, from an examination of 
the coal mines nt Nanaimo. Ho says that he 
i very much impressed with the impor- 
tance of that Industry, and the magnitude 
of the output at that point. Whi n he left 
there wi:re ten or a dozen large ships wait- 
ing to take on coal, He corroborated, as 
the result of the inquiries which he bud 
lo. the published reports that extensive 
new shafts were being sunk, which would 
nil in the employment of a far greater 
amount of labor and a material increase of 



the monthly wages now paid out, which he 
understood to be about fclOO.OOO. Ho wus 
ftdly assured by the enquiries which be bud 
pursued, of the almost unlimited extent of 
the coal beds within this province, anil on 
this island, and should not lie slow in bring- 
ing the subject before Eastern capitalists, 
the demand for tho coal product being al- 
most unlimited. He did not, think that on 
the Pacific there was anything to be found 
to rival the coal of lbitisli Columbia, both 
os regards quality and quantity.

DuNSMuat, Cal., Doc. 3. - It has been 
raining and anowing hero since yesterday 
noon. Snow now covers tho ground, mid 
indications are for a big atorm. Tlio big 
cyclonu snow plows are ready for immedi- 
ate use. 

Snow has fallen in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, ranging from four inches at 
Truckoo to a foot in depth at Cisco, and 
at noon waa still falling. 

A strong wind has been blowing outside 
tho harbor all day. At 2 o'clock thia 
afternoon it reached a velocity of fifty-six 
miles an hour. Fivo schooners and small 
steamers and the Pacific Mail steamer 
San Jose, for Panama, which attempted 
to leave port to-day, were compelled to 
put back on account of the bar breaking 
and a strung southwest wind. 

■Truokeb, Cal., Dec. 3.— It has stormed 
stoad ly since last night, raining princip- 
ally during the night. Eighteen inches 
of snow has fallen during tho day, and 
four feet at the summit. The 
barometer is 22.40, being tho low- 
est on record. It is snowing and 
blowing bard from Alta to Verdi. Head- 
light Bliowplows arc running ahead of the 
passenger trains, and rotary plows at 
Blue Canyon and Truckee are ready for 
instant use. The snowsheds are in per- 
fect condition, and Trainmaster Aglcr 
says the mountain division is more tho- 
roughly equipped for lighting snow than 
over before since tho road was commenc- 
ed. A blockade is believed to be practi- 
cally impossible. 

SlSSONS, Cal., Dec. 3. — Rain and snow 
have been falling here for tho past 
twenty-four hours. One foot of snow 
has already fallen, and a plow is in readi- 
ness to Btarc out on the California & 
Oregon railroad if it should bo needed. 

Causon, Nov., Dec. 3. —Torrents of 
rain fell during tho night and changed to 
snow and sleet to-day, breaking in the 
afternoon, this evening sot in again. 
Snow is falling in douse musies. Latest 
advices from Lake Taboo give eighteen 
inches of snow, and' the snow will pro- 
bably bo three feet in depth. 

STORMS IN THE EAST. 

Toronto, Dec. 15. — A severe snow- 
storm prevails throughout Ontario and 
tho westurn portion of Quebec. Tho 
weather is boisterous and cold. Trains 
are delayed. 

Washington City, Dec. 3.— The storm 
yesterday, central in Texas, moved 
north westward to the Ohio valley. Ruin 
and snow have fallen in the lake region, 
tho Ohio valley and tho Middle Atlantic 
States. There will be a general riso in 
toniperature in all tho districts east of the 
Mississippi river. The temperature ha3 
fallen 10 decrees in tho extreme north- 
west, and 10 to 20 degrees in Texas. 

Utioa, N. Y., Doc. 3.— Central New 
York was visited by tho second severe 
snowstorm of the season, to-day. 

CHICAGO, Dec. I!. — A signal service of- 
ficial hero says : Chicago was just at the 
edge of ti snowstorm this morning, which 
is moving east.

DKVASTATION OP THE STORM. 

Halifax, Dec. 3.— Reports continue 
■to como in of shipping disasters caused 
by the storm. A dispatch from White- 
head says the gale was the heaviest 
know for several years. The schooner 
Bonny Doou was driven ashore but was 
gotten off to-day with but littlo damairo. 
The schooner Naiad Queen, from Fox bay 
to Halifax, went ashore on Usles point. 
The captain will have to abandon tho 
voyage for this season. Tho schooner 
Sunbeam, from Sydney for Halifax, went 
ashore on ]) diver's Cove ledge, and is a 
total wreck. The crew was rescued. The 
American schooner A. II. Lennox, from 
Prince Edward Island to Portland, Me., 
is ashore on Dohvor's Island, and is a to- 
tal wreck. The crew was saved. A num- 
ber of fishing boats, owned hero, sunk at 
their moorings. Boats hauled out and se- 
cured for wintor wero blown about and 
badly broken. Tho Episcopal church, a 
large building, was moved five feet oiT its 
foundation. Tho schooners Boll, May 
and Saxon, ashore at Gabarus, can bo got 
ofl with but slight damage. The schooner 
Lydia and Lizzie, at Canso, waa floated 
this morning. Tho schooner Native Lass, 
at Canso, jettisoned hor cargo and 
floated. The damage is not serious. Tho 
schooner .lames Davis is ashore at 
Toney's river.

TO EDUCATE NEGROES. 

rho Singular History or an I2x-SlaT«- 
llotiicr'N Uequost. 
The State School Commissioner anil 
the At tornoy -General, writes un Atlanta 
(Gtv.) correspondent, were in consulta- 
tion tho other day in regard to securing 
tor tho purpose of negro education in 
this State a sum of money that lias lain 
in tho Hank of England many years. Jt 
is n legacy tho history of which is very 
singular. 

Archibald McLean, a Scotchman, waa 
a prosperous planter in Chatham early 
in the present century, His estate was 
known as Gowrie, and on it, ho had » 
large number of slaves. His family in 
Scotland was strongly opposed' to 
shivery. After his death and tho doath 
of his son and heir a certain interest in 
the estate went to his brother, John Mc- 
n. John McLoan died at Glasgow 
July 9, 1830, leaving a will that directed 
the application of half his interest in 
li is deceased brother's Georgia estate to 
the education of tiio negro slaves then* 
or their offspring as soon as tho laws of 
Georgia should permit the education of 
tliii slaves. Four prominent Savannah 
merchants wero named as trus- 
tees under tlio will, but declined 
the trust on tho ground that 
the laws of Georgia prohibited 
the education of slaves, and the bequest 
was therefore void. Tho sum involved 
was a little over 355 pounds. Tho heirs, 
in viewof the legal condition of the 
legacy in Georgia, attempted to secure 
tho money, hut tho courts decided 
against thorn. Accordingly tho money 
has been in charge of tho Rank ot Eng- 
land, and Will iam Lloyd Garrison was 
notified of the fad.* to the end that when 
circumstances .night arise under which 
the money could be applied according to 
the terms of tho will steps could bo 
taken for securing possession of it. 

After the emancipation of all slavesin 
this country a son of .Mr. Garrison, who 
had found among his father's papers a 
memorandum on the matter, called tho 
attention of tho Georgia authorities to 
tho legacy. 'While the Bank of Eng- 
land is anxious to pay over tho money 
to whoever may be legally en titled to ro- 
eeive it, a letter to that effect having 
just been received by the School Com- 
missioner of Georgia, the difficulty is 
that the negroes of the Oowrio planta- 
tion have been scattered by tho war, 
and there is no way of finding their 
heirs. Now the question is whether the 
bequest, which has been bearing inter- 
est since 1830, can be secured and do- 
voted to the general education of the 
negroes.

Shocking Roller Explosion. 

Bloomsbuho, Penn., Dec. 4. — Warwick 
was the scene of a shocking boiler explosion 
yesterday, four men being killed, and a saw- 
mill plant, including stables und surround- 
ing buildings, burned. The accidtnt oc- 
curred at four o'clock, when a great out- 
burst of steam at Adams' saw mill was 
followed be a territic report. Crowds of 
people at once hurried to the scene. Noth- 
ing remained of t ho little hamlet that had 
been built for tho lumbering men, and four 
of its inhabitants were Btrewn about the 
woods, dead. 

Ira Gruver, one of the employes, was 
thrown about fifty feet from Where tile 
boiler bouse stood, and was horribly mang- 
led. His brother was found in another 
direction, also mangled badly, while their 
companion lay in a saw-pit without mutila- 
tion, but dead. 

An examination of their bodies showed 
them to have sustained fractures of the 
skull and internal injuries, from which 
they must have died almost immediately. 
What caused the explosion is a mystery, 
but it is supposed to have resulted from 
failure of the fireman to keep suliieient 
water supply in the boiler, which, it is 
claimed, is new and in first-class condition. 
Samuel Adams, owner of the mill, was s-on 
at his home to-night, but is at a loss to ac 
count fur the disaster. The mill was 
situated on Nescope mountain, some dis- 
tance from town, and was surrounded by 
dense woods. The loss of property will 
reach several thousand dollars.
